We  have  also  "been  unahle  to  give  the  necessary 
time  to  a  tliorou^  search  for  material:  indeed,  it 
is  impossible  to  give  a  full  account  of  several  in- 
cidents relating  to  its  early  history:  yet  enoii#i 
has  been  collected  to  give  the  reader  a  fair  view  of 
^e  events  that  have  oceured  during  the  century  ^at 
has  passed  since  our  anceetors  commenoed  their 
struggle  for  eubsistence  s^ong  these  mgged  hills.

Eimom    OF  SA¥OY 


At  the  time  of  the  settlmeist  of  Adaas.and 
the  towne  along  th®  river,  all  the  territory 
from  Cheshire,  i%sg.  to  the  Vermont  line,  wa© 
called  Sast  lloosac,  and  the  unsettled  tract, 
novj  called  SA¥OY,  was  included  in  this  region* 
S'rom  the  time  of  its  settl@&ient  until  its  iscor- 
poration,  it  was  called  "by  the  settlers  lim 
SIECOIIIC,  and  iras  known  to  the  General  Court  as 
^Bullock's  Grant,"    being  a  portion  of  the  tract 
of  land  consisting  of  six  sijiiare  miles,  granted 
by  the  General  Court,  to  Col.  \M»  Bullock  of 
Rehoboth,  as  Agent  for  the  heirs  of  Gapt«  Ba^iuel 
Gallup  and  his  company  of  men,  in  consideration 
of  senrices  rendered  hy  tiieia  during  tixe  l^ench 
and  Indian  war*      'Ihis  grant  was  made  April  25 
1771. 

Previous  t©  this  grant,  this  tract  formed 
lo.  6,  of  the  ten  fo^ships,  sold  at  auction  by 
the  General  ciourt,  at  Boston,  June  2nd  1762, 
and  was  purchased  by  Ahel  Lawrence,  at  i»  13S0 
sterling.      He  was  afterwards  released     £  4  } 
from  his  bargain  l^cause  the  land  %?as  not  eo 
good  as  represented.      In  the  grant  to  Col. 
Bullock,  it  was  stipulated  that  three  ri#tt©,  of 
380  acres  each,  ^lould  be  reserred  for  the  foll- 
owing uses,  vizi      one  as  a  donation  for  the 
first  settled  minister,    one  for  the  ministry 
forever s  and  one  for  the  use  of  school e:  thus 
securing  religious  and  educational  advantages 
before  any  eettl^aent  was  raade. 

ll"ie  first  settlment  in  town  was  made  in 
1777  by  a  man  named  Eobinett,  who  located  near 
i^ere  the  Goal-kilns  now  stand.      How  long  he 
resaained,  or  usSiat  beeane  of  him  we  are  unable  to 
learn*     Capt  Lemuel  Hathaway,  of  'raunton,cajae 


into  the  eoutli  part  of  this  town  during  the 
sajse  year.      Mr,  llat^away  was  an  a'ble  man,  and 
his  descendants  qt^  people  of  good  character. 
His  great  grandson.  Rev.  CL.Waite,  is  now 
pastor  of  the  Usiirersalist  Churoh  at  Orange, 

About  this  tim«  other  fi^ailie©  commenced 
clearing  lands  in  th©  north  part  of  the  town* 
one  on  the  "Bunhssa**  lot,  (now  occupied  hy  James 
Kelly,}  in  School  district  Ilo.  4,    another,  a 
Mr.  Bishop,  located  on  land  now  owned  hy  [  5  ] 
Leonard  ^.cCiilloek,  in  th©  part  of  the  town 
called  '*Sew  State. «    Bmotkmr  on  tlie  ''Goff'^  place, 
and  another  on  the  hill  north  of  the  Hollow. 
'Uiese  men  whan  clearing  land,  often  exchanged 
woric'^  all  laboring  together,  for  a  glTon  time, 
at  each  place- 

In  thos^  days  ther^  were  no  roads,  and  soise 
of  the  men  heing  obliged  to  go  to  Adams  and  work, 
to  ©arn  provi&iQUB  for  tlieir  families,  brou^it 
the  meal,  and  other  coimodities  upon  tlieir 
i^Gulders.      Botm  ^o  had  trades,  would  go  to 
'Iroy  and  other  places  for  work,  leaving  their 
courageous  wive©  to  superintend  affaire  at  home. 
In  seireral  instances,  these  plucky  woiaen  rem- 
ained for  a  number  of  weeica  iiterally  alona  in 
the  wilderness,  surrounded  by  woIyob,  beara,  and 
o-fciier  animals.      'inhere  is  a  tradition  that  one 
lady  staid  many  ni#its  with  nothing  but  blankets 
to  keep  tlie  wolves  from  her  window.      Many  of 
the  settlers  passed  tlieir  first  night  under  an 
upturned  hogshead,  to  protect  tliemselves  frtm 
wild  beasts.      All  the  houses  were  biiilt  of  logs, 
and  people  ifeo  kept  sheep  or  ^ine,  made  pens 
for  them  beneath  some  windoisr,  that  they  miglit  be 
easily  reached  in  [  6  ]  time  of  danger.  One 
man,  returning  from  Adams  in  the  evening,  was 
followed  for  some  distance,  by  a  bear  walking 
upon  its  hind  feet,  ready  to  give  an  unwelcome 
hug,  but  tiie  resolute  pioneer,  turning  about, 
eoiaaenced  a  lecture  i^ieh  so  disconcerted  Bruin, 
that  he  left  in  disgust.

Al30Lit  the  year  IBIO,  the  veritahle  Joe  Buith,  of 
i^iersmn  notoriety,  coming  here  from  Vemont,  comm* 
enced  the  fortaation  of  a  church,  or  ''coiissHunity" .

ProTision  was  mde  for  the  support  of  sehools  "by 
the  reservation  of  the  riglit  for  tliis  purpose. 

At  the  first  town  iaeetifi^»  held  at  th©  hous# 
of  Vfm.  -llliams  Apr.  24  1797,  the  &m  of  ISO,  was 
appropriated  for  schools.      Of  course  this  amoimt 
would  not  furnii^i  superior  advantages  to  the  chil- 
dren of  tiiose  d^yo,  "but  it  fsufficed  to  giv©  our 
forefath©rs  a  decent  eomraon  school  education,  and 
a  better  idea  of  civility  than  is  acqiiired  in  some 
of  our  modem  sc^oole. 

As  time  a.dvaBced,  the  amount  raised  for 
schools-  was  increased,  and  in  1S15  reached  the  sum 
of  |250.        In  1829  the  school  fund  accruing  from 
the  sale  of  school  ri#it  (sold  in  1821),  and  lainis- 


terial  right  (sold  in  1326),  was  $1017.98. 

The  school  interests  have  always  hoen  well 
sustained,  and  the  pupils  generally  as  forward  as 
fcho^^e  in  otiier  cjoromon  schools.      /viaong  th©  teachers 
originatiKi;  in  Cavoy  are  the  following;
